“DAYS OF BLOODSHED”

the Bible teaches that we are now 
entering into an era that will be 
bloody days. I am going to preach 
on that t. There are many 
Scriptures on the subject. You 
will me that I cannot get 
to anything like all of them, but 


- I call your attention to a number 
them 


of . 

First of all, let me say this word. 
Many of the Scriptures I use are 
from the book of Revelation. Do 
not be afraid of the book ot Rev- 
elation. The book of Revelation 
is not a closed. book. It is not a 
mystery. When God gave to John 
the book of Revelation, He said, 
“Seal not the sayings of the proph- 
ecy of this book: for the time is 
at hand.” The book of Revelation 
is not sealed. I have heard preach- 
ers say, “Well, I don’t under- 
Stand the book of Revelation and 
nobody else does.’’ They speak too 
much. They said enough for them- 
Selves, but I thank God the book 
of Revelation is written to be un- 
derstood. First, Jesus says the 
book of Revelation is not the book 
of concealment, but the book of 
revelation, and the name, divinely 
inspired, is the revelation of Je- 
sus Christ. | 

Read on. Read further in that 
first chapter of Revelation. Listen 
to what He said (Rev, 1:3) “Bless- 
ed is he that readeth, and they 
that hear the words of this proph- 
ecy, and keep those things which 
are written therein: for the time 
is at hand.” I want you to study 
yourself the book of Revelation. 
I promise you that you can under- 
stand the book of Revelation as 
truly and as easily as you can 
understand the book of John if you 
spend the same time on it. You 
check back and get what Daniel 
says about it. Read what Isaiah 
says about it. Read what Ezekiel 
says about it. Take it to heart like 
you do the gospels, Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, John, and you can under- 
stand the book of Revelation. 
Somebody says, “It is highly figur- 
ative anyway.’ It is no more so 
than any of the other books. It 
is the Word of God, not the word 
of man. It is revealed and not con- 
cealed. It is to be believed and to 
be taken at face value. Do not 
minimize prophecy. 

I wi to read you some things 
be book of Revelation about 


In’ Revelation the sth chapter, 
we are told of seven trumpets. 
Seven trumpets are blown, and 
It is 
a book of sevens. The first. part 
tells of seven churches, seven gold- 
en candle sticks, etc. Then there 
comes a series of three times sev- 
en, and each one is a plague; seven 
trumpets, seven angels, seven bowls 
of the wrath of God. Let’s see. 


“And I saw the seven angels 
which stood before God; and to 
them were given seven trumpets. 
Now begin with verses 7 and 8 

“The first angel sounded, and 
there followed hail and fire 
mingled with blood, and they 
were cast upon the earth: and the 
third part of trees was burnt up, 
and all green grass was burnt up. 

“And the second angel sounded 
and as it were a great mountain 
burning with fire was cast into 
the sea: and the third part of the 
sea became blood.” 


Now I believe that one word will 


-;#ell the story of the book of Reve- 


lation. That word is BLOOD! The 
name is the revelation of Jesus 
Christ. ‘That is true, and the theme 
verse that tells the story of the 
book of Revelation 1:7, “Behold, 
He cometh with clouds; and every 
eye shall see him, and they also 
which pierced him: and all kin- 
dreds of the earth shall wail be- 
cause of him. Even so, Amen.”

The coming of Jesus and His rev- 
elation to the whole world — that 
is the theme of the book of Rev- 
elation. Much of the book of Rev- 
elation is absorbed with the great 
tribulation period——that time of 
trouble the Bible says such as nev- 
er was on the earth, and no, nor 
never shall be again. And blood 
is the theme of that part of the 
book of Revelation! 

Now first a curse is pronounced 
on the earth, when the first trump- 
et sounds—-the first trumpet of 
the seven. That trumpet is sound- 
ed. The Scripture says, ‘and there 
followed hail and fire mingled with 
blood.” w«iood! blood! blood! 

Go back a little further before 
that. Let me read back there. The 
four horsemen—-these are curses 
on the earth. Begin with the 6th 
chapter. The first seal, second, 
third, and fourth— all these are 
curses. ‘The first horse is a white 
horse and his rider goes forth con- 
quering and to conquer. The gov- 
ernment is taken in the hands of 
a dictator. Next is a red horse — 
red as blood, and peace is taken 
from the earth, Then bloodshed and 
war. The third is famine and the 
fourth seal is death. Oh, blood is the 
story of the book of Revelation. 
Put it down here. I am saying this 
world is to have blood. Tne whole 
world is to be drenched with blood. 
That will be America and that will 
be Dallas, too. We had just as well 
face that. 

Let’s consider the whole world. 
Let me give you these Scriptures. 
Revelation 8:7, 8 tells of the time 
when water will be turned to blood. 
A third of the sea will be turned 
into blood, and here is fire mingled 
with blood on the earta., 

Turn to Revelation 11:6. In Rev- 
elation 11:6 the story is told of 
two witnesses. God will send two 
men to preach. God could not 
leave Himself without a witness, 
without somebody to preach the 
gospel even in that time after the 
rapture of the saints. Revelation 
11:6 says: 

“These have power to shut heav- 
en, that it rain not in the days 
of their prophecy: and have pow- 
er over waters to turn them to 
blood, and to smite the earth with 
all plagues, and as often as they 
will.” 


TO TURN THEM TO BLOOD! 
Now there is water literally turned 
to blood. Isn't it strange that 
term recurs again and again in the 
book of Revelation? In Revelation 
the 9th chapter, 1 read verse 16. 

“And the number of the army 
of the horsemen were two hun- 
dred thousand thousand: and I 
heard the number of them.” 

Now read verse 18: 

“By these three was the third 
part of men killed, by the fire, 
and by the smoke, and by the 
brimstone, which issued out of 
their mouths,” 

A third part of the population 
killed! Go back to the 6tn chap- 
ter and look at verse 8: 

“And I looked, and behold a 
pale horse; and his name that 
sat on him was Death, and Hell 
followed with him. And power 
was given unto them over the 
fourth part of the earth, to kill 
with sword, and with hunger, and 
with death, and with the beasts 
of: the earth.” 

Already one-fourth of the popu- 
lation of the earth is dead. Now 
then, what else? They were killed 
by sword, hunger and death. By 
sword, famine and pestilence, one- 
fourth of the population of the 
earth are destroyed. That will 
leave three-fourths, won’t it? 

Now then in Revelation 9:18 a 
third part of the men left are put 
to death. That means half of the 
population of the earth. will be put 
to death by violent death, by 
sword, by famine, by - pestilence 
during the great time of the tribu- 
lation. 

Let us go a little further. Rev- 
elation 16:3-16. Here are other 
plagues on the earth during that 
time and the consumation of the 
plagues on the city of Rome, on 
the Roman Empire, and on the 
earth. Read verse 3: 

“And the second angel pourea 
out his vial (or bottle) upon the 
sea; and it became as the blood 
of a dead man: and every living 
soul died in the sea.” 

That is what the Scripture says. 
What does it mean? It means 


| just what it says. That is the way 


to understand it. Read on. 


"And the third angel poured out 
his vial (or bowl .or bottle) upon 
the rivers and fountains of waters; 
and they became blood." 


Now we see here the springs and 
rivers turned to blood also. Read on 
further: 

“And I heard the angel of the 
waters say, Thou art righteous, 
O Lord, which art, and wast, 
and shalt be, because thou hast 
judged thus, 

“For they haye shed the blood 
of saints and prophets, and thou 
hast given them blood to drink; 
for they are worthy. 

“And I heard another out of 
the altar say, Even so. Lord God 
Almighty, true and righteous are 
thy judgments.” 

Water turned to blood! You say 
you can’t see how that would be 
and I can’t see how that would be 
either. But the Bible plainly says 
it. 

Look back to the time of the 
children of Israel coming out of 
Egypt. I remind you of the terrible 
plagues of Israel. Coming out of 
Egypt was a type of the great 
tribulation. Pharaoh is a type of 
the Antichrist, a picture of the 
man of sin. That great and beast- 
ly ruler, the Antichrist, will be 
against God and against man, and 
particularly against Israel. Moses 
was a type of Christ. The Scrip- 
ture says so, and Moses himself 
said, “The Lord thy God will raise 
up thee a Prophet from the midst 
of thee, of thy brethren, like unto 
me; unto him ye shall hearken.”’ 
So Moses was a type of Christ. 
The Scripture says that the pass- 
over night when they killed the 
passover lamb pointed to Christ, 
“Even Christ our passover is sac- 
rificed for us.” When the people 
came through the Red Sea, the 
Scripture says that was a likeness 
of baptism. 

The plagues in Egypt were types 
of the plagues on this wicked 
world in the great tribulation time 
in the future. In Egypt the water 
was turned to blood, and the water 
will be turned to blood again in 
the great tribulation. The Egyp- 
tians had a plague of frogs, and 
the Scripture says in Revelation 
16:3 there will be three unclean 
spirits like frogs—What are they? 
— The spirit of devils going out 
to the kings of the earth to deceive 
them and lead them to their de- 
struction. Back in Egypt there was 
a murrain or boils breaking out on 
man and beast. And that will be 
again. In Revelation the Scripture 
tells of “a grievous sore upon the 
men which had the mark of the 
beast.” Back in Egypt we find 
that they had a great hail. Great 
hailstones fell and killed cattle and 
killed crops. Revelation tells of the 
time when hail will fall so big 
— everyone will weigh fifty talents 
of more. That would be like fifty 
pound cakes of ice falling from 
Heaven on the earth. The Bible 
says that is going to happen in the 
Tribulation. 

You say, “I can't believe that. 
That seems unreal. That seems un- 
usual and fantastic. That sounds 
like a fairy tale.” 

But I remind you that things 
that have been happening 
in these last few years sound 
like a fairy tale, too. The drouth, 
when the whole midwestern 
part of the United States, a section 
900 miles one way and 1,500 miles 
the other, was swept as bare as 
the floor; the great dust storms 
that caused what some people 
thought would be the beginning 
of a great Sahara desert in the 
midst of America— That is fan- 
tastic. That is unusual. 


' These floods that started a few 
years ago in the Mississippi, and 
are now in the great rivers of the 
East — that is fantastic and that 
is unusual, too. You haven’t been 
having those before. And the God 


-ef miracles isn’t dead, and the 


God of judgment is again going to 
bring His plagues on this earth 
just like He did on Egypt in the 
days of Moses and the children of 
Israel. If you don’t believe that, 
you do not believe the Bible. This 
world has judgment coming to it, 
has blood coming to it, and the 
world is getting ready for Arma- 
geddon and must get ready to be 
drenshed with blood, 

I call your attention to the army 
of the Antichrist in the 9th chapter 
of Revelation. There the Scripture 
says: 

“Ad the number of the army 
of the horsemen were two hun- 
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dred thousand thousand: and I 

ant the number of them’ (Rev. 

716). 

Now then, two hundred thousand 
times a thousand is how many? 
Two hundred thousand times a 
thousand is two hundred million, in 
this army, Ali right, now, let’s read 
a little further. Turn to the 14th 
chapter and I will show you what 
the Lord says about them. They 
are going to be killed, everyone, in 
a day. In Revelation 14:20 the 
Scripture says: 

“And the winepress was trod- 
den without the city, and blood 
came out of the winepress, even 
to the horse bridles, by the 
space of a thousand and six hun- 
dred furlongs.” 

A thousand six hundred furlongs, 
and eight furlongs to a mile, would 
mean two hundred miles —a river 
of blood as high as the bridles of 
the horses, three or four feet high 
—four feet deep, a river of blood 
running for two hundred miles 
when two hundred million men are 
killed in one day. A river of blood 
— That time is coming! The Scrip- 
ture clearly foretells it will take 
place on this earth, 

Let’s see a little resumé. God 
will cause a third part of the 
water to be turned to blood, and do 
it on purpose, and do it as a judg- 
ment of the wrath of God. How 
many believe that God literally 
turned water to blood in the days 
of Moses by a miracle down in 
Egypt? How many believe that 
happened just like the Bible said? 
All right, how many will say, 
“Then I will have to go the rest 
of the way with the Bible, and 
what the Bible says is going to 
take place, I will believe that just 
like I believe what it says has 
taken place already?’ You will 
have to do it for you believe the 
Bible. The record the Bible gives 
of what did happen — if that is so, 
then what is going to happen is so 
also. A man is just as much of 
an infidel to not believe one side 
as the other. Some men say, “I 
believe God has quit working mir- 
acles.”” I don’t care what you be- 
lieve, 1 am going to stack it up 
beside what God’s Word says. 
What God said is more important 
than what some little two by four 
doubter thinks who doesn’t know 
what will happen the next minute. 

The water is going to be turned 
to blood, God said, and two hun- 
dred million men will be killed in 
one day, and their blood poured out 
will run as deep as the bridles of 
the horses — it will run in a river 
two hundred miles long, in that 
terrible day of blood! 

And what else? The Scriptures 
say that first one-quarter of the 
population of the earth will be 
killed by war and famine and pes- 
tilence, One-fourth, that is, one out 
of every four people on earth, are 
going to die, A little further over 
the Scripture says one-third of 
what is left will be killed, making 
one-half of the total population of 
the entire earth who will be put 
to death by a violent death, either 
by war or famine or disease dur- 
ing the time of the great tribula- 
tion which is coming on the earth. 
This world has bloody days ahead! 
This world has bloody days ahead! 

Now why? I will go back a lit- 
tle bit and say to you this. Blood 
must be shed. It is brought about 
by sin. Sin can never be paid for 
but by blood. Sin never was paid 
for any way but by blood. I will 
say more than that. Hyman sins 
must be paid for by human blood. 
A lamb can’t take away sin. A 
goat or a bullock can’t pay for 
man’s sin, Human sins must be 
paid for by human blood. 

When God saw Cain kill Abel, 
He said, “Thy brother’s blood cri- 
eth unto me from the ground,” 
and God put a curse on Cain. Do 
you believe his punishment was 
finished that day? Oh, no! Was it 
finished on the second day? Oh, 
no! It was never finished until 
Cain- was killed, and he did die a 
violent: death, and his blood was 
poured out on the ground to avenge 
the blood of his brother Abel. 
When Lamech killed Cain, the 
price was paid, but it was never 
paid until then, Sin can’t be paid 
for, but by blood. 

That is why the whole earth 
was covered by the flcod and all 
but eight people perished. Noah 
and his wife, his three sons and 
their wives were all that escaped. 
Violence filled the earth—sin 
mounted so high that God said, 
“It repents me that I have made 
man on the earth. I will make a 
new start.” The only way God 
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could make a new start, and the 
only way He can make a new start 
the next time on this earth is to 
clear the siate, by paying up. 
Brother, listen to me, you can 
go out here and go in debt, go in 
a business and get things on credit, 
and get things on credit and 
atter a while go bankru pt uw 
you want to and get out of paying 
some of your bilis or pay twenty- 


tive cents on the doliar. But, 


Brother, let me make a suggestion 
— you can’t do that with God. You 
can’t settle up with God until the 


whole thing 1s paid for. 
And if God was going to start 


a new race with Noah, He had to’ 


kill out the rest of them. The 
whole race died in the flood, and 
God started over with Noah and 
his family. It took death. It took 
blood. It took a horrible death 
that sin might be paid for. 

Sin could be paid for only one 
way, and that is by blood. That 
is by blood. I say we have seen 
that again and again and at other 
times, back in the days of Israel. 
Israel went down in kigypt in cap- 
tivity. The Egyptians oppressed 
the Jews and overran them and 
abused them. God gave one sign 
after another. Moses turned tne 
water to blood, then was the plague 
of frogs, lice, the murrain and 
boils, the plague of darkness — all 
that. But tnat didn’t settle it. 
There had to come a time when 
they killed a lamb and put the 
blood on the door. But even the 


blood of the lamb didn’t do it.™ 


But God said, the blood of the 
firstborn is what it is going to 
take, That night the death angel 
went through and the firstborn of 
every family from the firsborn of 
Pharaoh to the firstborn of the 
servant and the firstborn of the 
scrubwoman were killed, and even 
the firstborn of cattle died that 
night when the death angel came 
through. God has a checking up 
and a pay day now and then. 

You say, I think that would set- 
tle the matter. No, itt isn’t all 
paid yet. So God aliows Pharaoh 
with hardened heart, to chase Is- 
rael out yonder, and when God 
opens the Red Sea they go through 
dry shod. They didn’t even get 
their feet muddy. But Pharaoh 
rushed into that sea and God says, 
“Moses, lift up your rod,” and he 
did and the water came in and 
Pharaoh died and his soldiers died, 
and the deatn of Pharaoh and his 
entire army, nearly all the men 
of Egypt died that day —it took 
that to start over again in Egypt. 
God demands death and blood in 
payment of sin. So it ought to be 
and it must be so. It takes blood 
to pay for sins, 

You take the children of Israel. 
After they came into their Jand 
——I want to call your attention to 
this — They sinned and shed biood. 


God said in one place if you iind .- 


an innocent man killed, not in the 
city, measure off to the three clos- 
est towns, And the first closest one,’ 
find the elders of that city. Get 
them to come out here. If they 
find the murderer, all right. Bring 
him to judgment, he can be killed. 
But if the murderer cannot be 
found, they are to sacrifice a heifer 
before God — blood poured out — 
and say, “Oh, God, please do not 
hold us guilty of this death. We 
do not know who did it.” For God 
holds the city itself accountable. 
God piles the blood up on the city, 
and God will bring judgment and 
war and blood on the city unless 
they clear themselves of that guilty 
murder. God holds men to account. 

You think it is a strange thing 
that I preached on the death of 
Clyde Barrow who was shot down 
(poor, poor boy, and the poor har- 
lot woman with him) on a country 
lane in Louisiana. I preached on 
it here on Sunday night. 

You thought it a strange thing 
when Raymond Hamilton was elec- 
trocuted — that happened on Fri- 
day —I preached on it on Sunday. 
I hope you heard that sermon on 
the Electrocution of Raymond 
Hamilton. It would have taught 
you what the Bible says, and show 
you that judgment must come on 
sin. You think that a strange thing 
when Bruno Hauptmann died in 
the electric chair for the brutal 
and awful murder of Lindberg’s 
baby, and you wonder why I 
preached on that. We must come 
back to a conscience of the terri- 
ble fact that nothing but blood can 
pay for sin. Never anything but 
blood can pay for sin. 

You say, “What about the death 
penalty? Do you believe in cap-

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ital punishment? “Sure, there must 
be a death penalty. God demands 
a death penalty. Blood can pay 
for sin and nothing else can. Ail 
right, so God demands shedding of 
blood for sin. 

Look back here — the children of 
Israel went wrong and in II Kings 
the 24th chapter, the Lord says, 

“Surely at the commandment 
of the Lord came this upon 
‘Judah, to remove them out of his 
Sight, for the sins of Manasseh, 
according to all that he did; 

“And also for the innocent 
blood that he shed: for he filled 
Jerusalem with innocent blood; 
which the Lord would not par- 
don.” 

Now you say, “Well, Brother 
Rice, I know we have a nation with 
lots of criminals, but God loves 
America. We have lots of crime, 
and lots of violence and hijacking, 
but God loves America. We have the 
finest country in the world. But just 
for any kind of a pretext, two boys 
quarrel over a dance and one cuts 
the other with a knife and kills 
him. They will give him a sus- 
pended sentence. A hijacker, when 
robbing somebody shoots him, and 
yet they will let him off for ten 
years, and maybe in four years 
turn him out or the pen, and so on. 
You say, “Well, I Know we have 
lots of crime.” There are 130,000 
murderers walking the streets of 
America today that have never 
been tried! 

If a man commits a murder in 


“this country, he has half a chance 


that he will never be arrested. 


-There is a pretty good chance that 


he will never be arrested. If he 
is arrested, he is likely never to 
come to trial. If he is tried, he has 
a big chance that he won’t be con- 
victed. If he is convicted, most 
of the time he will only be given 
a few years in the pen. There is 
only about one case in a hundred 
ever given the death penalty, and 
if he is, he has two-thirds of a 
chance to appeal it and get out, 
of get it commuted to a life sen- 
tence, and then be pardoned or be 
turned out in a little time! It is 
almost impossible to put a man in 
the electric chair for murder. Only 
in rare cases, unusual, terrible cas- 
es does that happen. 

You say, “I know that is so, but 
Brother Rice, what does it mean?” 
It meaas this: as sure as theie is a 
God in Heaven, riot and war and 
bloodshed will come on this coun- 
try, tor God says the land can- 
not be cleansed of the blood that 
is shed therein but by the blood 
of him that shed it! America’s 
sin is mounting up! Let me read 


,you that in Numbers, the 35th 


chapter and verse 33. Here it is: 
“So ye shall not pollute the 
* land wherein ye are: for blood it 
defileth the land: and the land 
cannot be cleansed of the blood 
that is shed therein, but by the 
blood of him that shed it.” 
That is what the Bible says. That 
is Numbers 35:33. Don’t defile the 
land with blood. Why? Because 
God says you can’t wash out that 
stain but by blood. 

God let the children of Israel 
be taken captive. Why? Because 
they had sinned. Had the women 
with child ripped up by their ene- 
mies, and had them take little ba- 
bies and beat out their brains on 
the stone walls of the city. The 
old men were taken captive and 
young men taken captive and led 
into Babylon. Why? Because God 
says, “I can’t cleanse this land it is 
defiled with blood.” God says, “I 
can’t pardon it. It can’t be cleansed 
but by blood, because of the mount- 
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ing blood anu violence and wicked- 
ness of it.” It can’t be cieansed but 
by blood! Sin can oniy be paid tor 
by biood, the Bibie says. ‘That is 
the reason i taik about a coming 
world war. You say Brotner Rice 
is always talking about a coming 
war. anal 18 Ome reason. ‘The bi- 
ble explicitly and cleariy telis of a 
coming great world war. ‘:he Bi- 
ble telis of a coming time when one 
man will rule the world. The Bibie 
tells he will have an army of two 
hundred million men. ‘hey will be 
possessed by demons out of Hell. 
(Read the vth chapter of Revela- 
tion). ‘the Bible piainly says that 
this beast wul rule with a rod of 
iron. No man can buy nor sell un- 
less he takes tne lwark ol tons 
man of sin, this Antichrist, this 
beast of Revelation. 

The Bible says they will hate the 
Jews and if a man does not take 
the mark of the beast and follow 
this man and worship this man, 
he is going to be put to death. The 
Jews will not take his mark and 
they will be hounded iike wiia 
beasts. There are terrible days 
ahead of us! 

Then the Bible says this army 
of the Antichrist will be gathered 
together, and a vial of the wrath 
of God will be poured on the ku- 
phrates river and the water will be 
dried up to make way for the kings 
of the Hast to bring their armies. 
Then Russia, Japan, China and 
India will rush their millions across 


the arid wastes of Asia and across 


the mountain passes. The Lord 
will dry up the waters of the EKu- 
phrates and ‘ligris rivers so that 
they will get along. They must 
get to Jerusalem on time! They 
are coming for the sack of the 
city. They are coming against the 
Jews. Many of the Jews from ail 
over the world will be gathered 
there at Jerusalem. The man of 
sin will throw all his legions 
against that city and take it. They 
wul rip up the women with child 
and wui beat out the brains of lit- 
tle babies and will be in the act of 
sacking the city. But in that in- 
stant, the Lord Jesus Christ will 
appear from Heaven with the ar- 
mies of Heaven. And as they with- 
draw into the Valley of Megiddo, 
the army will be slain, two hundred 
million of them. That day blood 
will run out like a river for 200 
miles, four feet deep, or up to 
the bridles of the horses. The bible 
does tell about a world war, about 
blood, about violence. There can 
be no permanent peace on this 
earth until God’s Word is fulfilled, 
and until the nations are cleansed 
with blood. There is no way to pay 
for sin but by blood. This world 
must be soaked in blood. ‘ihat 
time is coming for this world. 
That is coming for the worid. 


That is not all. That time is 
coming for all America. I have 
just read you where the Scripture 
says, “For blood it defileth the land 
and the land cannot be cleansed 
of the blood that is shed therein, 
but by the blood of him that shed 
it.” 

My Friends, I know America is 
in for trouble. I am talking about 
home ‘folks. I am talking about 
America. I am not blind. I might 
say also | am a student of history 
and government. I do not know 
very much, but I know how Greece 
went down. I know how Rome 
went down. I know what brought 
on France’s bloody and terriple 
revolution. I know why the ter- 
rible times in the days of Bloody 
Mary in England. I know how the 
nations of this world have gone 
on and grown prosperous and have 
gotten a centralized government, 
and how they have handed out a 
dole to the poor people, and how 
they have had more divorce and 
more crime and then came riot, 
and then civil war, and then how 
they have been sackd by some 
alien army that came in like the 
Goths who overran the feeble Ro- 
mans after they had conquered the 
world. The Media-Persian fell be- 
fore the army of Alexander the 
Great like Media-Persia herself had 
conquered the Babylonians before 
them. 

The nations of this world must 
come down. It is impossible to 
build up a nation that will last for- 
ever. Why? For the simple reason

Did you ever read in the Dallas 
News a series of articles by Dr. 
Hornady, how in the city of Vauas 
there are more than 30,v00 cas2s 
of syphilis alone? That is one out 
of about eight, and in every house 
on one side there would be at least 
one person with the terrible disease 
of syphilis, or one out of every 
eight persons, or one at least out 
of every two houses! That is hor- 
rible! That is almost unthinkable! 
They tell us that there are more 
deaths resulting from syphilis than 
from tuberculosis even. it is gain- 
ing ground rapidly. The Health 
Department and daily papers and 
public schools are getting alarmed 
and are enlisting the preachers, 
trying to see what can be done. I 
teil you, nothing can be done un- 
less you bring people to repentance. 
Every high school in Dallas is 
nothing but a dirty dance hall. Ev- 
ery high school as far as 1 know 
puts on dances. And they are sup- 
ported by the faculty and endorsed 
by the parents and teachers. That 
is customary right over here a 
half-block away (pointing toward 
Adamson High School) every Fri- 
day night. ‘they teach your boys 
and girls to hug each other, and 
the girls do not have any too many 
clothes on, either. This terrible sin 
is increasing and increasing. Lust 
is fed and inflamed in the minds 
of the boys and girls, and then you 
wonder why they go the rest of 
the way and sooner or later break 
out with veneral disease, the curse 
of God, that nearly always goes 
with adultery! It is shocking be- 
yond measure, but inyestigation in 
one or two of the high schools has 
showed us. Everybody was startled 
and amazed and hushed it up as 
soon as they could. That is a hor- 
rible thing, and as certain as there 
is a God in Heaven — (that sin 
is worse than murder) — it can be 
paid for only by blood! Blood! 
Blood! Blood! Dallas has more of 
it coming, and Dallas is going to 
get it! As certain as there is a 
God in Heaven, our mounting roll 
of sin must be paid for in blood 
one way or another! I know God's 
Word is true, and it says, “Give 
them blood to drink for they are 
worthy! One of these days God 
is going to do it right here in Dal- 
las. 
We have the crime of the liquor 
business. The City Council and the 
City Government put the weight 
of their influence to have beer legal- 
ized in Dallas. They said, we need 
money for salaries, We will get 
$30,000 to $50,000 a year as a li- 
cense fee on beer. So they wanted 
the beer legalized. They are re- 
sponsible. All these politicians all 
right will get a few votes by it, 
and the business men will get a 
few sheckles by it. Judas Iscariot 
sold Jesus Christ for thirty pieces 
of silver, about $19.60. The drug 
stores and the liquor stores and 
every man that has got his finger 
in that pie is a Judas Iscariot, and 
your heart is as black as Hell! 
As certain as there is a God, you 
will meet judgment — you are go- 
ing to meet that God who promised 
“Woe to him that giveth his neigh- 
bor drink.” 


You are a dirty murderer! If 
there is a girl here that takes beer 
out to a car—you are a murderess! 


If there is a man here that gets 


any of that money, that makes 
your living that way, you are a 
bloody handed murderer and the 
God that brings vengeance on mur.- 
derers will cause you to pay for 
it. “Woe to him that giveth his 
neighbor drink,” God says. I say 
for our liquor murders in Dallas, 
God will bring Dallas to judgment! 
Murder! Murder! Murder! The 
liquor business is a murderer. 
Booze is a murderer! Every man 
that sells it is a murderer! Every 
politician that puts his influence 
behind it is guilt of murder, and 
God will call you to settle for it. 
Every one who talks for it or voted 
for it is a murderer and you are 
guilty before God, and you will 
have to give an account before God 
as a murderer with blood on your 
hands! 

What do you think about a group 
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ing out to the Brown Derby? They 
were driving fast because they had 
had a few drinks, As they came 
back the road was a little suppery, 
they threw on the brakes, and 
crashed into a telephone pole and 
on the sidewaik and steps you could 
see the brains and blood spiattered 
of one of those fine boys. His 
mother ioved him just like you and 
I love our children. Others were 
at death’s door. 

My friends, I say that whoever 
sold that drink is a biocdy handed 
murderer and God will noid you 
to account for it! You that talxed 
for it are murderers, too, in the 
sight of God. Whether it was the 
Round Up, the Brown Derby, Mei- 
ody ‘Lavern, in the Baker 1i0¢ei Or 
Adolphus, or anywhere eise, «l- 
mighty God is going to call men to 
account as murderers who are if 
the booze business! 

That is why there is an increas- 
ing, mounting toll of murder on the 
highways by drunken drivers. This 
world is getting ready for bloody, 
bloody war. God is saying, “Let 
it go! Let it go! Let it go! The 
cup of their miquity is not yet 
quite full.’’ And in due time, Broth- 
er — this world is just about ripe 
for it— God is going to see that 
blood pays for sin. Now I tell you, 
there is no way to get around it. 
Sin can be paid for only by blood! 
blood! blood! That is what the 
Bible says. 

Oh, respectable Dallas. Oh, Dal- 
las you are having this world’s 
fair, and it is going to be a big one. 
They say there is a likelihood that 
this will be in some respects the 
greatest world’s fair this world 
ever saw, and that may be true.

ca. It is bad about Dallas — but 
what about-you? Let me remind 
you of this. Here it is written 
down in the Old Testament. I re- 
call that in the Old Testament 
' times there were a good many 
- things that were accounted worthy 
of the death penalty. In Bible times 


times the death penalty was given 
for murder, kidnapping, for adul- 
tery, for witchcraft, for a boy who 
smote his father or his mother, or 
who cursed his father or mother, 
for breaking the sabbath and for 
idolatry, for Achan because he took 
the golden wedge, or anything con- 
secrated to God, for any direct dis- 
obedience to God. Listen to me, 
there is a lesson in it. What is the 
lesson? First, this is true, God is 
merciful, and God doesn’t always 
kill a man the moment he sins. 
But God has a lesson in this, and 
I want you to get it. The lesson is, 
the man that sins deserves to die. 
Adam, when he partook of the 
fruit of that tree, deserved death 
in that day. God had said, “In 
the day that you eat of it, you 
Shall surely die.” They deserved 
death and they did die spiritually 
that day, and they ought to have 
died physically, and would have 
but for the mercy of God who 
kitied an innocent animal and 
If God 
had not in His mercy forgiven 
them, they would have died physi- 
cally that day. They began to die 
and the curse of death passed on 
all men. After some years, they 
did die, but that day they became 
dying sinners, became lost sinners 
who needed forgiveness instantly, 
and who no doubt got it.

Everybody deserves Hell 
and punishment—not just for a 
little time the displeasure of God 
—~ you deserve death. You deserve 
eternal death. You deserve death 
because you have sinned. You de- 
serve eternal death because you 
have turned down Christ. Every- 
body here has one judgment com- 
ing on you. If you got what you 
deserve, it would be death for your

sin. Sin can be paid for in no 
other way but by biood! By blood! 
By blood! 

Well, but you say, I am a pretty 
good man. Whoever you are here 
tonight, I say, you are not good. 
I am not good. I can prove that 
everybody here deserves the death 
penaity. You murderers of Jesus 
Christ! You are accountable for 
it. The Bible says, “They shall 
look on him whom they pierced.” 
You pierced Jesus— not just the 
soldier that took the spear that 
day and ran it up into His side. 
The point of that spear was made 
by your sin, by your crime against 
God. You crucified Jesus Christ! 


“T saw One hanging on a tree, 
In agony and blood; 

He fixed His dying eyes on me, 
As near the cross I stood, 


“Sure never till my latest breath, 
Can I torget that look; 
It seemed to charge me with His 
death, 
Though not a word He spoke.” 


My friends, you are guilty of the 
death of Jesus Christ. No wonder 
the Lord says, “Of how much sorer 
punishment, suppose ye, shall he 
be thought worthy who hath trod- 
den underfoot the Son of God, and 
hath counted the blood of the cov- 
enant, wherewith he was sancti- 
fied, an unholy thing, and hath 
done despite unto tne Spirit of 
grace?”’ Oh, my friends, you have 
become the murderers of Jesus 
Christ when you turned Him down! 
Tonight you are a murderer, guilty 
of the blood of Jesus Christ! 

Another thing, you deserve the 
ruin of eternal death and eternal 
judgment. You deserve the ruin 
of eternal separation from God and 
the torment of damnation. If you 
do not get it, it will only be be- 
cause of the mercy of God. 

Let this thing sink down in your 
ears. In one sentence I will give 
the message of this night’s serv- 
ice: SIN CANNOT BE rAlD FUR 
BUT BY BLOOD! 

Oh, my friends, some people 
wonder about the Old Testament 
sacrifices. Why was that river of 
blood — the blood of the sacrifices ? 
Why did they kill a lamb every 
morning and a lamb every eve- 
ning, and why the bullocks with 
the blood poured out; or the goat, 
or the lamb, or the turtledove? why 
was all that blood? Did you ever 
help kill a cow or a young steer for 
beef, or any kind of an animal for 
beef? There is a whole lot of 
bloodshed about it isn’t there? It 
is a rather distasteful thing be- 
cause of the blood. Why did God 
have every day the morning sacri- 
fice and the evening sacrifice, the 
bullocks, the goats, the pigeons, 
the turtle doves, the scapegoat, the 
red heifer, and blood, blood, blood, 
blood, and everything was touched 
with blood? 

Why did the priests that served 
before God have to have blood on 
his right ear, and on the thumb 
of his right hand and blood on the 
great toe of his right foot? Why 
did the altar have to be sprinkled 
with blood, and blood on the horns 
of the altar? Why was the altar 
no good until it was consecrated 
with blood? 

Now, my friends, there was 
blood, blood everywhere. What 
does it mean? God is saying on 
every page of the Old Testament 
that there is no salvation from sin, 
no redemption for man except by 
blood. Sin cannot be paid for any 
way, but by blood. 

We see Jesus on the cross. Some 
people wonder how Jesus could 
take the place of a sinner. Why 
did Jesus have to die? Because 
only blood can pay for sin! Only 
blood can pay for sin! Jesus could 
not have done it, but He was sin- 
less. He would have had to die tor 
himself if he were a sinner. But 
since He was Sinless, He didn’t 
need to die for Himself, so He can 
die for me and did die for me, How 
cculd one pay for all? Only be- 
cause He had infinite capacity for 
suffering, He had an infinite qual- 
ity of life. You can put Jesus in 
one side of the scales and put the 
whole human race on the other 
side, and the righteousness of Jesus 
is enough— more than sufficient. 
The virtues of Jesus, the purity of 
Jesus — all these outweigh the sin 
of the world. The Scripture says 
in Romans 5:20: “But where sin

abounded, grace did much more 
abound.” When Jesus the Son of 
God dies on the cross, Oh, Jesus, 
Jesus, Thy blood paid for sinners. 
There is no other way. Nothing 
but the blood can pay for sin. Do 
you see why Jesus had to die? 


I bring you this last word. Sin! 
Sin brings blood! There is no way 
for you to escape it. No way but 
one, that is, if you let Jesus take 
your place. Let Him die for sin. 
If you do not let Him die for your 
sins, you yourself must die for 
your sin and go to an eternal place 
of torment. You can take Jesus, 
trust Him as your Saviour. Sur- 
render to Him, tonight. 


Oh, Lord Jesus, Thou d ying 
Lamb, take man’s place. Say to 
Him now, my guilt. Pay for my 
sin. Let me, the sinner, go free.’ 
If you come to Him, He will. That 
is why Christ died. Salvation is a 
gift. “For the wages of sin is 
death, but the gift of God is eternal 
life througn Jesus Christ our 


Lord.” 
My friends, we have bloody days 


ead! Water is to be turned to 
bliood and the world will be 
drenched in blood, and one-half of 
the population of the earth will 
die. Two hundred million men in 
one army will be killed in one day, 
and their blood will run four feet 
deep for two hundred miles, liter- 
ally a river of blood. We are fac- 
ing an era of bloody war, and 
Europe is getting ready for it with 
big armies, big navies. They are 
building big airplanes and giant 
battleships, etc. 

The world is getting ready for 
war though the last war hasn't 
been paid for, That means blood. 

Mothers, Fathers, do you have a 
boy? You had better get ready 
to kiss them goodbye. Mother, that 
boy who sleeps on your arm now, 
who knows but that with bitter- 
ness of heart and like a sword that 
pierces through your own soul, you 
will give him up and see him 
march away dressed in a uniform. 
My mothers, blood, blood, blood 
must come. 

You that have boys, and you 
young wives here, it may be true 
about you like it was in Wichita 
Falis when a young wife met me 
and stood and wept during: the last 
war, and said, “Oh, John, my hus- 
band is going to have to go! lL 
don’t see how he can escape it.” 
Get ready, young .man. Get ready, 
you mothers. ready, young 
wives. The world is getting ready 
for war and bloodshed! No-Man’s- 
Land is going.to be repeated. “Be- 
neath the crosses row on row’ is 
said about Filander’s Field. But 
the crosses are going to be in 
America or somewhere else next. 
We will have again the meatless 
days, the sweetless days and the 
wheatless days. We will have them 
again. Get ready, brother, for 
blood! 

Oh, my friends, worse than that, 
every sinner himself must come to 
face God and what will you do? 
There is just one way, and that 
is, put your trust in the Lord Jesus 
Christ and be ready. This world is 
doomed. This world is ruined. But 
there is a better world, thank God, 
and you can take Jesus.I wanted 
us to sing that chorus, “No, Never 
Alone” awhile ago. I thank God 
we have Jesus. Take the world, 
but give me my Jesus. If you have 
Christ, you don’t need anything 
else but Him. You can have Je- 
sus. Do you want Him tonight? 
Take Him, He loves sinners. He 
died for you. His blood paid for 
your sins. Let Jesus save you to- 
night. 

This week my heart has been 
torn. I have had so many letters 
from people in trouble. This world 
is full of trouble, and it is going to 
be worse. But thank God, I have 
the sweetest peace of forgiveness 
and joy in my heart! I know I 
am saved! Don’t you want that 
peace tonight? Don’t you want 
forgiveness and joy tonight? Don’t 
you want that tonight? Don’t you 
want peace? 

A lady came tonight and brought 
her six year old girl. She brought 
her in my office and said, “I 
want to talk to you a minute.” 
My baby daughter wants to be bap- 
tized. She seems so certain about 
it. She prays and she has had her 
prayers answered. She says she 
knows what it means. She says 
she knows she has been converted, 
and I wanted you to talk to her.” 
And that little girl told me she 
had trusted in Jesus. I didn’t want 
to put the answers in her mouth, 
so I said, “Do you ever do wrong?” 
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And she said, “Yes Sir.” “Did you 
ever tell a story?” “Yes, Sir.” “Did 
you ever fail to mind your mama 
when she told you what to do?”’ 
She said that she did. I asked her, 
“Do you ever say things that you 
oughtn’t to say?’ She said, “Yes.” 
“unen you are a sinner, aren’t 
you?” “Yes, Sir.” “Did you ever 
ask Jesus to forgive you’” And 
very seriously she said, “Yes.” 
“And do you believe He dia, and do 
you want to be baptized’’ She 
Said yes she believed He had and 
she wanted to be baptized. She is 
only six years old, but what could 
I say? Why shouldn't she be? 
My girls were converted by the 
time they were six, and why shouid 
not she be? Her mother said, “I 
brought her clothes. If you don’t 
mind, I thought she could be bap- 
tized.” “Did you want to be’”’ I 
asked. “Yes,’’ she said. Jesus said, 
“Suffer little children to come un- 
to me.” You can come like that 
little child if you want to. Come 
and be saved and be happy and go 
away with peace in your neart and 
your sins under the blood. I am 
under the blood, I am under the 
blood — not my blood, but the 
blood of Jesus. There is peace in 
the blood. Don’t you want it? 
Come to Jesus and be saved to- 
night. 

Jesus came to the disciples after 
the resurrection and said to the 
afraid and disheartened and sor- 
rowing disciples, “reace be unto 
you,” and die showed them His 
hands and His side. And the Scrip- 
ture says, “Then were the disciples 
glad when they saw the Lord.” 

Oh, look at the pierced hands 
and the pierced side of Jesus! Look 
at the blood, poured out for you! 
Won't you let Jesus in and be giad 
tonight, be forgiven, be happy? 
Won't you let Jesus in? Go away 
tonight satisfied, safe under the 
blood of Jesus. ‘There is no way to 
pay for sin but by blood, and Je- 
sus has paid for it. 


Our Father, tonight let this ser- 
mon come into the minds and 
hearts, and Thou Lord, give plain 
warning that blood must be paid 
for. I have given plain warning 
that men must die and meet God 
and if they are not ready, then 
they must die unprepared. Let 
men know that only blood can pay 
for sin, and sin must be paid for. 
Tonight let men turn and be saved. 
Thou knowest our frailties. Oh, 
dear Jesus, move our hearts tonight 
and let sinners be saved. Bless 
this little girl, and let others come 
likewise tonight and be saved. 


With heads bowed, how many 
say, “I confess I am a sinner. 
This world deserves trouble and de- 
serves bloodshed.” Will you say, 
“Oh, I know it, but I want for- 
giveness?’”” How many will say, 
“Please pray for me?” 

How many will say, “Brother 
Rice, 1 want refuge in these bloody 
days that are to come?” You can 
have refuge under Jesus’ blood, 
and be safe in His hands. Will 
you say, “Pray for me. I need ref- 
uge. I need help. I need Salvation. 
I need forgiveness?” Lift your 
hand dear man, dear woman. Lift 
your hand, troubled soul, doubting, 
fearing one. Backslider, come on 
sinner, lift your hand. That will 


‘mean pray for me, I am not right 


with God. 
Now dear Lord, you know our 
hearts. You know I can’t save 
anybody. Bless this man who held 
his hand. Give him grace to come 
out openly to claim you now. Put it 
in his heart to trust You to forgive 
him and cleanse him. There are 
others that ought to come, give 
them grace to do it now while we 
wait. For Jesus’ sake, Amen.

passions. We will never have a 
passion for lost men except as we 
are filled with the Spirit as Philip 
was, 

Third, he was full of wisdom 
(Acts 6:3). To win souls to Je- 
sus Christ we must be wise, for 
we are told in Proverbs 11:5: “He 
that winneth souls is wise.” No 
form of Christian work requires 
greater wisdom, sanctified common 
sense and Heavenly tact than soui 
winning. You wiil never be able 
to drive men, 
them. If you would know how to 
approach and deal- with men about 
the greatest subject in the world,’ 
their soul’s salvation, ask God for 
this wisdom which is imparted by 
the Holy Spirit. (James 1:0). 

Fourth, he was full of obedient 
faith (Acts 8:26, 27). it requires 
taith and instant obedience to :eave 
a great revival as Philip did in Sa- 
maria and go to a lonely aesert, 
but “He arose and went.” Soul 
winners must not argue or excuse 
themselves or hesitate or refuse 
to obey the leadership of the Spir- 
it when impressed to speak to 
others about their souls. Philip 
obeyed; so must we. The Holy 
Spirit that commanded him to go 
into the desert was preparing tne 
heart of the man to receive the 
message. he eunuch was then 
riding in his chariot reading Isaiah 
the prophet. When God leads you 
to speak to others, remember He 
is also working in the heart of the 
one He impresses you to approach. 
Oh, the souls who have been lost 
because Christians quenched the 
Holy Spirit and failed to speak to 
the lost regarding their eternal 
weifare! 

Fifth, he was full of power (Acts 
8:26). In praying he was speaking 
to God and his heart was open [to 
God, or he would never have heard 
His voice. When we pray, we, too, 
should have an ear to hear God's 
voice and then obey. Remember 
soul winners need to pray pre- 
vailing prayers for others. If you 
would have power with men, you 
must prevail with God in the secret 
piace of prayer. Most always our 
powerlessness is due to prayerless- 
ness for “iney that wait upon the 
Lord small renew their strength” 
(Isaiah 40:31). 

Sixth, he was full of the Word 
of God (Acts 8:30-35). He knew 
the Word of God weil enough to 
explain it to the eunuch and lead 
him to Christ. Ignorance of the 
Scriptures (as far as Christians 
are concerned) regarding the plan 
of salvation is criminal, when ail 
that is required is diligent study, (Ii 
Timothy 2:15). A soul winner must 
know how to handle the sword of 
the Spirit or he will be powerless in 
winning others. Your experience 
may be wonderful, and you may be 
able to argue regarding spiritual 
things, but remember that that 
which will have the most effect

Seventh, he was fwil of zeal 
(Acts 8:30). That verse tells that 
“Philip ran thither” to join him- 
self to the chariot that he might 
explain the Scriptures to one 
colored man. You should have a 
zeal to win souls regardless of the 
color or nationality. Zeal without 
knowlege is better than knowlege 
without zeal, but it is best of all 
to have both. Do not let a man go 
to Hell because you have not been 
introduced to him. It is your busi- 
ness to introduce him to the Son 
of God! 

Eighth, Philip was full of Jesus 
Christ (Acts 8:5; Acts 8:35). We 
find Philip was so filled with the 
Lord Jesus Christ that he preached

of Samaria and to the lone colored 
man in the chariot riding in the 
desert. 

If you would win others, talk 
about the Son of God and His pow- 
er to save, and how real and how 
precious He is to every saved per- 
son. Jesus Christ is the neea of 
every sinner, and He should be the 
theme, the aim, and the impulse 
and the inspiration. of our lives 
for soul winning. Someone is wait- 
ing for you to preach unto him 
Jesus. You do not have to have a 
call to the ministry to do this. 


All you need is the love of Christ _ 


constraining, compelling you and 
empowering you to present Him as 
all-sufficient Saviour for every 
man, woman and child. God grant 
that we may make soul winning 
the all consuming passion of our 
lives, even as Philip the evangel- 
ist! “Go thou and do likewise.” 
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
